cies of a twelvemonth, all the b oun­ 
ties of the harvest, all the manifold 
gifts of Providence, and show a fit­ 
ting recognition of the whole in a 
gratitude which should oveiflow in 
festivity and mirth. 
T he earliest recorded American 
observance 
is 
that 
of the “ Pil­ 
grims,” in 1621. 
Governor B r a d ­ 
ford, after the people had gathered 
in their small harvest and secured a 
supply of fish, sent four men to k ill 
wild fowls. 
So pilentiful was game 
that they brought back great nuni-

again named as a day for a na ­ 
tional 
thank sgiving.

Thursday he followed the precedent 
which had been established by the 
governors 
of

states. 
Governor De Witt Clinton, 
of New York , 
in 
1817, issued a 
proclamation calling upon the pe o­ 
ple of that state to observe a day of 
thank sgiving.

lowed the lead of New York and 
since that time the day has been 
observed almost without a break . 
The western states adopted the 
custom slowly, and the 
southern 
states did not tak e k indly to this i n­ 
stitution.
